FRANCISCAN SISTERS OF THE PERPETUAL ADORATION, LA CROSSE, 


HE Community of Franciscan Sisters, whose Motherhouse is in La Crosse. 
Wisconsin, owes its existence to six holy wo 
of Bavaria, Germany. Led by Divine Providence, they had banded together 
for the purpose of founding a religious community of the Third Order Regu- 
lar of St. Francis. To Wisconsin came these six brave women. They arriv- 
ed in Milwaukee in the April of 1849, and settled in Nojoshing, the place now 
‘known as St. Francis. Here they erected, in the form of 4 square and en- 
closing a yard, a small one-story frame building.

To begin, let me correct an impres- 
sion fostered by certain pundits of the 
press to the effect that this gentle- 
man about whom Mr. Chapman is so 
unduly concerned is the first Catholic 
to be “so highy honoured by Har- 
vard.” , 

From 1871 to 1875 a Bostonian 
known throughout the length and 
breadth of the land as a man of let- 
ters, a jurist and eloquent orator, Mr. 
Stillman Hillard (1808-1879), 
a devout convert, sat as a mentber of 
the Board of Overseers. Dr. Hillard 
was the Lowell Lecturer in 1847; Dean 
of Boston University’s Law depart- 
editor of “The Christian Regis- 
ter,” a Unitarian weekly still publish- 
ed, and altogether as noted in his day 
as was his contemporary, Wendell 
Phillips. He was educated at Harvard

“PHYSICIAN, HEAL THYSELF.” 

In the LITERARY DIGEST for Dec. 18, 1924, an article 
headed “Overcoming the Poison of Prejudice’ makes exten- 
sive quotations from the moralizations of Dr. Edward A. 
Steiner, of Grinnell College, Iowa, who pleads for clear 
thinking and the weighing of evidence in arriving at intellj- 
gent decisions regarding current propaganda stories, espec- 
jially where such conéern themselves <-:th religious questions. 
Dr. Steiner’s point is well taken, and his manner of present- 
ing it, if judged from the quotations in the LITERARY DI- 
GEST, most broad-minded and charitable. The old myth 
of the Pope’s palace being built in Washington is amusingly 
exploded by the adumbration of a similar myth about Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s new White House in Peking! But the good 
Doctor makes one significant slip of the pen, which raises 
the question of his own magnanimous sincerity, when he 
writes, “If I am not mistaken, we in America are entering 
into darker Middle Aves than those which left behind them 
so much unpenetrated gloom, etc., etc.” The reputation of 
the Middle Ages for darkness, the unintelligent fashion of 
calling them “the Dark Ages,” has long since been shattered 
by modern historical scholarship, especially non-Catholic re- 
search. There are only two possible reasons for a College 
Professor perpetrating such an inneuvendo—either the ignor- 
ance against which he declaims, or the prejudice he decries. 
But even granting that this sentence is but a slip of an other- 
wise tolerant pen, it is highly significant as giving the opinion 
of a man whoought to know, with regard to the darkness of 
the age in which he himself lives. To say that the Middle Ages 
were dark, may be nothing more than lack of information 
regarding their brilliancy; but to suppose that they were 
dark, and then to admit that the days upon which we, of the 
Twentieth Century, are now entering are likely to be dark- 
er—this is disquieting; indeed. We venture to suggest to the 
Doctor, and others who share his fears for the future, that a 
more intelligent study of the Past may lead to a more just 
appraisal of the Present, and so to a more sanguine view of 
the Future. It is gratifying to find a College Professor in- 
dulging in gentle laughter at the Pope’s palace in Washing- 
ton joke. May we not hope that he will take the hint, which 
he himself furnishes to others, and go on to laugh away all!
